Police and troops retu rn ed the 
fire and fifty -th ree persons w ere k ill­ 
ed and 150 wounded. 
At R«val the soldiers w ere obliged 
to defend factories ag ain st the mob. 
Three rioters w ere killed and several 
others wounded.

The follow ing are the various colors 
used for mourning in different coun­ 
tries, together w ith the reasons given 
for the se ’ection: Black expresses pri­ 
vation of light, worn throughout Eu­ 
rope and America; yellow , the sear and 
yellow leaf, Egypt and Burma; in Brit­ 
tany w idow s’ caps among the peasants 
are yellow ; purple and violet, to ex­ 
press royalty, mourning for tho cardi­ 
nals and kings of France; violet is the 
mourning color for Turkey; w hite, em ­ 
blem of “w hite handed hope,” China; 
deep blue, Bokhara mourning; the sig­ 
nificance of this selection is not known; 
pale brown, the withered leaves, Per­ 
sia; grayish brown, earth, 
Ethiopia 
and Abyssinia.
